onducive to happiness and the common 
velfare. 

To whose advantage should such 
onditions inure if not to that of the 
great common carriers? 

A few years ago.before demagoguerv

, mile meets its fixed charges, dis- 
harges all its obligations, provides for 
enewals and betterments and distri 
butes a satisfactory dividend to its 
itockholders. 

As matters become more prosperous 
ts earnings advance to 112,500 a mile 
ind it continues to mee its fixed charges.

.Vith still increasing prosperity its 
nings advance to $15,000 a mile and 

neets its fixed charges, discharges 
obligations, goes head over heels in 
bebt for renewals and betterments and 
distributes to its stockholders a dividend 
which it has not earned. 

If prosperity maintains its increase 
and the gross earnings are still abrupt- 
ly enlarged the railroad goes into the 
hands of a receiver. 

There are railroads which may at no 
very distant time repeat this experi- 
ence. 

The strongest of our railroads have 
taken their recent lesson to heart and 
prepared for a greater expansion in 
the transportation trade than has yet 
been known. With such roads the ratio 
st to gross earnings will not be 
seriously changed by the increased 
movement. But for most railroads 
prosperity has its terrors, and they are 
i greater than those that follow in 
the wake of hard times. Everybody 
has to take his share of the latter, but 
n the former the railroad suffers alrne. 

On its surface the railroad condition 
if the present is the most hopeful and 
he most (superficially) ratisfactory 
hat has been known. The precipitate 
eturn to sanitv, imposed bv late con- 
ditions, has induced sound economic 
practice, and this is as apparent in the 
ficiency of the workers as it is in the 
^tracts of operation. How long will 
M railroads hold to this wholesome 
ate at things? We do not know. 
There are signs in the air that are dis- 
turbing. There are symptoms of an ex 
paoatOfl that is premature. There is 
cutting that is not prompted by the 
t of competition but is promoted by 
iverlasting personal equation and 
by advantages which if they exist are 
not intended for the public or for the 
stockholders. 

As for the attitude of the Federal 
Government, it is of unimpeachable 
banity. In saving this we mitigate no 
particle of our disgust and abomination 
of the corporation income tax, a feeling 
engendered by its inherent dishonesty 
and the scandal of its parturition. What 
wc desire to imply is that no respect- 
able and decently managed railroad has 
thing to fear from Mr. Taft or from 
man Vishnu. There is nothing in 
danger except dishonesty, and if this 
Administration ran extirpate from 
corporation management whati 
there remains in it of dishonesty it will 
do nothing else that will win it grt

A railroad which is honestly adminis- 
tered is conducted in the interest of the 
ic and in the interest of its stock- 
ers. When the president or other 
onsible official of a railroad is a 
stockholder in a corporation from which 
that railroad buys its airbrakes, or in 
another corporation from which it buys 



its electricial machinery, .or in one 

which makes n specialty of car wheels 
or in another which supplies the railroad 

from which it get its coal, the chances 
that that particular railroad is a de- 
faulter to the public and is no more a 
-especter of the law than is a respecter 
of the rights of its stockholders.
